Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant's representative discussed "integral imaging" as it relates to the prior art, and as distinguished by the 
applicant's invention. Specifically, how applicant's invention creates a numerically (via. image processing) 
reconstructed image in lieu of the prior art optically projected image. Applicant's representative provided a detailed and 
extensive discussion of both, and pointed to the figures he provided and attached hereto. 

The examiner explained that the biggest concern was over the very limited and confusing disclosure of the 
numerical reconstruction at specification page 6, lines 11-24, which is the only place in the specification where the 
reconstruction is disclosed. Specifically, how are the various individual integral images as depicted e.g., at figures 2 
fused, or superimposed together to form an image from a view from a selected vantage point. Given that this aspect 
(i.e., the numerical reconstruction) appears to be the essence, or novel aspect of the applicant's invention, and 
assuming that the applicant is the first to perfect such numerical reconstruction, then there should be at least some 
disclosure of how the numerical reconstruction is performed. Referring to the aforementioned lines of specification 
page 6, it would appear that e.g., every 34th pixel of every elemental array is selected and then somehow combined, or 
superimposed to form the image from a selected vantage point. However, this is impossible as more data than just a 
single pixel at the same position from every elemental array would be needed for the reconstruction. In essence, the 
examiner contended that the disclosed numerical processing did not appear to achieve the claimed result (and 
disclosed) result (i.e., a view from a specific vantage point). 

The examiner suggested a more thorough explanation of the specific numerical reconstruction utilized by the 
applicant on the record; and suggested the possible filing of a CIP applicant. 

A proposed amendment to claim 1, and the Gottfried reference were briefly discussed. 
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
